It  will  be  noted  that  the  residential  population  of  Gower 
is  still  increasing.

The  foregoing  is  only  the  residential  population 
but  since  Gower  is  an  area  of  Outstanding  Natural  Beauty, 
well  known,  and  since  people  have  motor  cars,  the  facilities  of 
the  area  are  strained  to  their  limits  at  the  peak  ot  the  season.

Health  Dept,  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  and  I wish  to 
pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  the  Gower  Rural  District  Council 
Public  Health  Dept,  and  thank  them  for  their  loyalty.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  AND  CHIEF  INDUSTRIES 

Gower  is  an  area  of  Outstanding  Natural  Beauty,  and  as 
such,  attracts  a very  large  influx  of  day  visitors,  holiday  makers, 
campers  and  caravanners,  and  this  creates  problems,  especially 
during  the  summer  months.  It  is  a great  tourist  centre. 

Traffic  problems  are  great,  car  parking  presenting  a 
particular  problem. 

Gower  is  chiefly  agricultural,  and  apart  from  agriculture, 
the  catering  industy  is  of  great  importance  and  is  fully  extended 
during  the  summer.  The  large  holiday  population  naturally 
attracting  mobile  confectionery  caterers. 

The  North-East  Gower  end  of  the  Peninsula  is  mainly 
industrial  and  accommodates  light  engineering  and  plastics 
factories,  and  with  7 cockle  sterilization  factories  operating  in 
Penclawdd,  an  industry  which  must  be  safeguarded  by  adequate 
public  health  control.

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POPULATION 

The  estimated  population  of  the  district  mid-year  1970, 
is  given  by  the  Registrar  General  as  16,350,  an  increase  of  250 
from  the  previous  year.  The  estimated  population  figure  for 
the  whole  of  England  & Wales  is  48,987,700. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  (legitimate  and  illegitimate) 
registered  for  1970  was  232 — 125  males  and  107  females.  A 
decrease  from  1969  when  261  births  were  registered. 


BIRTH  RATE 

The  live  birth  rate  for  1970  is  14.2  per  thousand  home 
population,  as  compared  with  a rate  of  16.2  in  1969.  The  figure 
given  for  England  & Wales  is  16.0.

This  is  very  satisfactory  as  the 
statistics  for  England  and  Wales  being  18  and  for  the  adminis- 
trative County  21  per  thousand.

DEATH  RATE 

The  death  rate,  all  causes,  of  the  estimated  population 
is  11.4,  showing  an  decrease  from  the  previous  year  when  it  was 
12.1,  the  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  is  given  as  12.5. 


The  ratio  of  local  adjusted  death  rate  to  national  rate 

is  1.06. 


There  was  one  female  death  from  Respiratory  Tuber- 
culosis. 


Cancer  of  the  Lung  caused  6 deaths,  an  increase  from 
the  previous  year  when  4 deaths  were  registered,  and.  all  other 
forms  of  Cancer  caused  18  deaths. 


Diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  are  the  greatest  killer 
they  caused  103  deaths  out  of  189  deaths  from  all  causes.  A 
great  effort  should  be  made  in  reducing  the  number  of  deaths, 
and  this  could  be  done  by  cutting  out  smoking,  reducing  drink- 
ing and  regular  exercise. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES 

Blood  Tests  are  being  done  as  a routine  in  the  County 
Council  Ante-Natal  Clinics.

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ANALYSIS  OF  NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (other  than  Tuberculosis)  for  1970 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

5 cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year  1970,  3 males  and  2 females,  all  were  removed  to 
hospital  and  one  patient,  a female  aged  60  died. 


1 cases  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  — 
a male  aged  64. 

From  1960  to  1970  the  numbers  of  deaths  from  Respir- 
atory numbered  12  and  for  the  same  period  there  were  5 deaths 
from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 


Tuberculosis  Clinics — The  curative  treatment  of  Tuber- 
culosis is  in  the  care  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  patients 
suffering  from  this  disease  attend  the  Clinic  at  the  New  Hospital 
Singleton  Park,  Swansea. 


Poliomyelitis.  Mass  immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  being 
done.  The  driving  force  behind  this  is  the  public  health  depart- 
ment of  Glamorgan  County  Council.  It  is  hoped  eventually  to 
combat  this  disease. 


This  is  a good  illustration  of  “Prevention  is  better  than  cure”. 


LUNG  CANCER 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  deaths  due 
to  Lung  Cancer  there  were  6 deaths  in  the  males  in  the  54-74 
age  group.  The  previous  year  there  were  4 deaths,  cancer  of 
the  lung  is  increasing  in  the  country,  and  the  one  way  to  cut 
the  mortality  is  to  cut  out  smoking. 


Other  forms  of  cancer  caused  30  deaths — 15  'males  and 
15  females,  an  increase  of  8 deaths  from  the  previous  year. 
Apart  from  1 female  in  the  34  age  group  all  other  deaths  occurr- 
ed in  the  54  fo  75  age  group.

There  is  a very  modern  clinic  premises  at  Murton, 
Bishopston.  General  Practitioners  are  given  accommodation 
facilities.  The  usual  local  authority  facilities  are  given  by 
Glamorgan  County  Council. 


Care  of  mothers  and  young  children 

Ante-natal  and  infant  welfare  clinics  continue  to  be  held 
at  centres  throughout  the  area. 


The  Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  service  is  administered  by  the  county 
council.  A re-organisation  of  the  service  took  place  during 
1965.  The  main  control  for  the  area  is  at  Neath,  but  there  are 
ambulance  stations  at  Gorseinon  and  Pontardawe  and  a sub- 
station at  Reynoldston. 
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Prevention  of  illness,  care  and  aftercare 

The  services  covered  under  this  heading  include  : — 

(i)  — Chiropody  facilities  are  available  both  at  home  and 
at  clinics  in  the  area. 

(ii)  — Health  Education 

(iii)  — Fluoridation  of  water  supplies — The  supplies  in 
our  area  are  not  fluoridated. 

Fluoridation  is  very  desirable  to  prevent  dental  caries. 

(iv)  — Early  detection  of  cervical  cancer.  West  Glam- 
organ was  a pioneer  of  a cervical  cytology  service,  facilities 
were  available  at  Bishopston. 

(v)  — Provision  of  medical  comforts.  These  can  be 
obtained  from  the  divisional  health  office,  and  district 
nurses  have  a limited  supply  of  the  smaller  items. 

Mental  Health 

The  County  Council  have  a junior  training  centre  for  the 
sub-normal  at  Penllergaer.  Hostel  facilities  are  avaliable  in 
other  parts  of  the  county  for  those  with  unsatisfactory  home 
conditions.  Hostel  facilities  are  also  provided  for  adult  sub- 
normals. 

Mentally  ill  patients  are  admitted  when  necessary  to 
Cefn  Coed  Hospital,  Swansea,  but  every  effort  is  made  to  enable 
them  to  remain  in  the  community  if  possible  and  to  this  end  the 
county  council  maintain  a staff  of  health  welfare  officers  who 
give  support  to  these  patients. 

Home  Help  Service 

This  sen  ice  continues  to  give  valuable  assistance  partic- 
ularly to  the  aged.  It  is  administered  from  the  divisional 
health  office  under  the  control  of  the  divisional  medical  officer 
and  in  September,  1966,  for  the  first  time  a full  time  supervisor 
for  the  area  was  appointed. 

Food  and  drugs 

The  County  Council  are  the  food  and  drugs  authority  for 
the  area,  being  reponsible  for  ensuring  that  the  quality  and 
composition  of  foods  sold  in  the  area  are  properly  maintained. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 


There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Gower  area.

As  regards  this  area,  an  Ambulance  Station  is  established 
at  Neath,  which  controls  the  ambulances  and  cars  stationed 
at  Reynoldston,  and  also  some  neighbouring  Authorities.

CARAVAN  SITES 

There  were  28  holiday  caravan  sites  licenced  at  the  end 
of  the  year  involving  the  siting  of  some  1906  caravans,  and  the 
numbers  per  site  ranged  from  1 to  250  caravans. 

The  largest  concentration  of  caravans — 745  contained  in 
3 sites — are  stationed  in  North  Gower  between  Llangennith 
and  Llanmadoc,  and  the  remaining  heavy  concentrations  are 
sited  at  Port  Eynon  and  Horton — 465,  Oxwich — 328. 

During  the  past  year,  the  problems  of  tented  camping 
sites  has  been  rapidly  increasing  and  has  now  become  a serious 
problem  further  aggravated  by  the  popularity  of  tourer 
caravans. 

The  popularity  of  the  Gower  area  for  caravanners  and 
pampers  is  increasing. 

Authorised  caravan  sites  are  filled  to  capacity  with  static 
caravans  and  there  are  limited  sites  for  short  stay  holiday 
makers.  As  a result  of  this,  visitors  with  tourer  caravans  and 
tents  are  making  use  of  any  land,  often  near  authorised  sites 
where  the  owner  will  let  them  stay,  this  naturally  results  in 
temporary  camps  being  established  intermittedly  over  widely 
scattered  areas  thereby  becoming  a great  problem.

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There  is  no  doubt  that  this  type  of  visitor  will  continue 
to  come  to  Gower  in  large  numbers  during  the  Summer  months 
and  schools  holidays  and  since,  individually  they  are  usually 
travelling  fully  equipped  with  portable  sanitary  facilities 
the  necessity  for  specific  legislation  and  co-ordination  with 
planning  provisions  is  becoming  more  urgent. 

However  until  further  sites  become  available  and  in 
order  to  exercise  control  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  to  instit- 
ute summary  proceedings  against  landlords  or  site  operators 
contravening  the  provision  of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1960.  This  action  under  Section  1 is  pending 
against  15  offenders,  and  under  Section  9 against  2 site  operators 
for  failure  to  comply  with  site  license  conditions. 

Two  tented  camping  sites  have  been  licenced  in  the 
Oxwich  area  and  are  capable  of  accomodating  145  tents.

PUBLIC  TOILET  FACILITIES 

The  public  toilet  facilities  in  the  Gower  area  are  inadequate 
especially  during  the  holiday  season. 

In  the  past  they  have  been  the  subject  of  complaint 
because  of  design  and  size.  However,  the  facilities  are  being 
steadily  improved. 

The  new  toilet  blocks  at  Rhossili  and  Horton  have  been 
completed  and  brought  into  service. 

The  facilities  provided  here  are  now  improved  ar.d 
have  operated  satisfactory.  No  complaints  were  received  dur- 
ing the  year. 

It  is  expected  that  Parkmill  will  be  included  in  future. 

At  Oxwich,  privately  owned  toilet  blocks  on  the  car  park 
appear  to  be  adequate  even  during  the  very  busy  holiday  periods. 

Whilst  full  time  attendants  are  not  employed  at  each 
public  convenience  they  are  under  constant  supervision  and 
cleaned  daily. 

Between  October  and  Easter  the  new  toilet  blocks  will 
probably  be  opened  only  at  weekends,  but  again  will  be  under 
constant  super\  ision.

The  bacteriologist’s  report  on  the  above  unsatisfactory 
samples  showed  “evidence  of  inadequate  chlorination”.  The 
subsequent  samples  at  the  same  source  proved  satisfactory. 
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Reservoirs 

Below  is  a list  of  reservoirs  showing  their  capacity  ; the 
water  in  all  instances  is  chlorinated  before  going  into  supply. 


The  topography  of  Gower  peninsula  allows  for  small 
villages  often  near  the  coast  and  sandy  beaches,  and  the  influx 
of  summer  visitors  to  these  villages  and  beaches  is  of  such  an 
extent  during  the  summer  months  that  the  necessity  of  adequate 
public  facilities  such  as  public  sewers  and  sewage  disposal 
systems  cannot  be  overemphasised. 

The  Public  Sewage  disposal  systems  are  now  in  operation 
at  Penclawdd,  Crofty,  Llanmorlais,  Llanrhidian,  Port  Eynon, 
Horton  and  Overton. 

The  Bishopston  and  Kittle  scheme  has  been  completed 
and  brought  into  service. 

The  work  at  Reynoldston  has  been  completed  and  is  in 
service. 

The  scheme  for  Llangennith  and  Llanmadoc  has  been 
commenced  and  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Additional  sewerage  schemes  are  prepared  for  Oxwich 
and  Rhossili,  Southgate  & Pennard. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Port  Eynon,  Horton  and 
Overton  system  which  is  partially  treated,  that  is,  screened, 
settled  and  effluent  discharged  below  low  tide  level. 

This  system  is  subject  to  heavy  loading  during  peak 
summer  holiday  periods  and  a study  is  in  progress  with  a view 
to  re-designing  certain  sections  and  providing  full  treatment  to 
the  effluent. 

All  other  existing  and  future  schemes  are  designed  for 
full  treatment  prior  to  discharge  to  adjacent  sea  washed  outfall 
points.
